During 
a whole year she lay in 
tho house incapable — of 
removal, whilst the sound of 
the waves rang in her ears 
as the moans of the dying. 
Literature was her = only 
solace, Her — physician 
arte with her to abandon 
1er studies, and, to quiet his 
importunities, she had a 
small edition of Plato bound 
so as to resemble a novel. 
When at last removed to 
Loudon, it was in an inyalid 
carriage, at the slow rate of 
twenty miles a day. In a 
commodious and darkened 
room in hor father’s house in 
Wimpole-street_ sho {nursed 
her remnant of life, seeing a 
few choice friends, reading 
the best books in many lan- 
guages, and writing poetry, 
according to her inspiration.” 

Her health gradually im- 
proving, she was married, in 
1846, to Robert Browning, 
and soon afterwards started. 
for Italy, staying first at 
Pisa, and then settling at 
Florence, where she re- 
mained, taking part in many 
a scheme for the welfare of 
Italy, in whoso struggles sho 
took the greatest interest, till 
a brief illness snapped the 
thread of her frail life, and 
she was borne to the tomb 
amidst the lamentations of 
Tuscany no less than of her 
own dear England. 

Mrs, Browning published 
hor collected works in 1880, 
together with several now 
poems, among. which was 
“Tady Geraldine’s Court- 
ship.” In 18641, she issued 
the ‘Casa Guidi Windows,”

IV.—-OUR GIPSIES. 


; PART I. -.- 
HEY wero a nuisance to several of the most respectable 
families in the neighbourhood who had the ill for- 
tune to be located in their vicinity, It was not to be 
supposed that when they were in want of firing they 
would be too particular whose fences supplied it; and if 
fowls, especially whon young and plump, disappeared 
mysteriously, you way be sure the gipsies, whether right- 
fully or not, had the credit. of appropriating them; but 
that was not all—thoir encampment was a perfect eyesore, 
disfiguring, as it did, the prettiest commor. in the neigh- 
bourhood. ‘hero was nothing picturesque about it—here 
and there, if is true, you might seo something in. tho 
somblance of a gipsy- tont, but it would bo difficulf to 
find anythin at in a dirty, ragged pieco of tar- 
paulin stretched over a couple of sticks. Possibly, as 
tho tents wore part of the traditionary equipment of 
gipsies, they pitched them to maintain their character —it 
wvas difficult to seo what other use they could bo, as they 
had several large and roomy vans, tho outsides of which 
were hung with brooms, brushes, pails, and articles. of 
basket-work; and as these were mostly well built and 
fitted up with fire-places, they must have afforded much 
more comfortable habitations than the wretched tents, 
which a Hottentot with any pretensions, to decency would 
have despised*as unworthy of him. Besides the vans, 
they had several broken-down carriages, amongst them a 
couple of broughams that once, perhaps, had carried a 
hysician on his rounds, or borne a beauty to the scene of 
hae triumphs. I think the children slept in them—they 
“would certainly haye been much better in them than in 
the tents; but, still, neither the worn-out broughams nor 
wretched phaetons added any more to the beauty of the 
common than did the half-starved horses or miserable 
donkeys who tried to get a scanty living off it. But pic- 
turesque or not, the gipsies’ encampment was always on 
Elsmsley Common, though several villas looked full on 
‘the very part which they had honoured with their pro- 
sence, dndrines have found them anything but desirable 
neighbours. They were always thore—go where you would 
the brown, bold-faced womon were lounging about, the 
children playing, and the wretched animals browsing on 
the scanty grass that. grew betweon the furze and black- 
berry- bushes of the common, hore might be a van moro 
or less—I supposo sometimes they left our neighbourhood 
for an adjacent fair—but there never appeared any per- 
coptible difference. There they were, a constant disfigure- 
ment to the very prettiest spot in the whole neighbour- 
hood. People came and went to and from Summerley—it 
was a place much given to changes; the nice people 
seeming always the first to go, just as one had found how 
nice they were, and the bores and twaddles remaining as 
stationary as that lowest order of life, the limpet; but the 
gipsies remained perpetual fixtures, and very disagree- 
able ones, 

At last it was thought by somo good souls that an effort 
should be made to Christianise these heathen at our doors, 
and, on the wholo, tho gipsies were very promising 
converts, They learned the Church Catechism and 
repeated it very fairly by rote—whether they understood 
it or not was another matter. It was shrewdly suspected 
by some that they did not keop their hands from picking 
and stealing a bit more now than they had dono before, 
But I daresay on the whole the Catechism was of as 
much practical utility to them as it is in the majority of 
cases. They were induced to attend a night-school, and 
their progress in reading and writing, and arithmetic 

above all, was very satisfactory, and somo of them at last 
camo to church, a little to the annoyance of Mr, Marsh, 
as they would walk in in the very middlo of the service, 
and look around with their'bold black eyes, with an utter 
vera a of the reyorontial decorum duo to the place and 
ime. 

Wild, untamed creatures they seemed, on these 
occasions, It was only the younger membors of the tribe 
who came, and with their bright red handkerchiefs tied 
ovor their elfin locks, their bronzed skins and coarse good 
looks, they ‘were picturesque enough, and they were 
tolerably quiet, only they would look about them, and of 
course if was impossible to avoid looking at them in 
return, They really behaved very well, considering: and 
f thoy did not attend very much to poor Mr, Murch'a 
ornate and elaborate sermons, why I don't be Ae 
else did, either, We all wont to church at Summerley 
because it was tho correct thing to do. Chapel was there, 
as itis in a great many other places, “low form,” and if

IT had had mine piven me olsewhere—within the four 
walls of my homo. 

So I looked on admiringly at the efforts made to 
civilise these gipsivs, with a little specitlative amusement 
at the probable results to be obtained by s0 much 
trouble. But thera were those in the village who regarded 
tho efforts madé in their behalf as tune and money 
sheerly wasted; who talked of throwing pearls before 
swine, and of degrading sacred things by endeavouring 
to introduce these pre-doomed heathens to them, and who 
looked upon their prosenee in church as an utter desecra- 
tion of the place, I don’t know whether Mr. Marsh wont

quite as far as this, but he talked a great deal of nonsense 


nonsense when they mount the High Church hobby; but 
at any rate he quite disapproved of their appearance in 
church, and was supported most womanfully in this by 
Miss Stanwell, of The Yews.

Above all, 
she hated children—eyen the young doctor’s little May 
Blossom (of whom [ have spoken in a formor sketch) never 
won a smile from her when the tiny pieco of pink and 
white crossed her path. It was the pet of the whole 
common, too,.as'the first nursling of popular young 
eople is apt to bo, having a far larger circle of dis- 
interested admirers for its baby ways and infantile pretti- 
ness than all the maiden bloom into which it promised to 
ripen would ever bring it. Miss Stanwell scowled at the 
little toddler, whose first step had delighted half the ladiesin 
the parish, and sho frightened tho poor girlish mother by 
telling her she was making an idolof the child, and would 
some day live to repent it. Whon the doctor heard it he 
said it was only another proof of what he had long 
suspected, that ill-tempor and loneliness wero driving Miss

PROVPOS of tho “ horse banquets” in London:-that 
have been making so great a stir lately, is an amus- 
ing and instructive paper in Cassell’s Magazine, by Robert 
Griffiths, illustrative ef the fact that nothing is moro 
difficult than to induce aman, be he civilised or uncivilised, 
to eat a now kind of food. The writer does not venture 
to give his opinion as to the chance horso-flesh stands of 
becoming a standing dishin England, though he evidently 
thinks we might do much worse than give it our 
confidence, 
The celebrated Captain Cook, he tells us, as illustrative of 
tho difficultyof innovation wehave referred to, relatesastory 
of his first visit to the Sandwich Islands which elucidates 
this principle. The King of Owyheo was invited to dine 
with him on board his ship, and, as a great dainty, his 
Majesty was induced to inaugurate the feast with a 
mouthful of bread, which article of food, of course, was 
entirely novel to him, No sooner, however, had he tasted 
tho bread than he spat it out with every symptom of 
disgust, und declining positively all further ventures of 
tho kind, returned ashore to his customary repast of 
roasted dogs and decayed fish. 
So, also, the natives of Japan refuse beef and milk, but 
eat rats with avidity, Englishmen run to the opposite 
extreme, Tho native Australian profers stalo sharks, 


whale blubber, and earthworms to the whit

breakfast of bread-and-butter, tea or coffee. Ta A a 
of the West Indies surfeit themselves on baked snakos 


and palm worms fried in their own fat, but regard with 
tho greatest horror a rabbit stew. The Greenlanders 
drink train oil, tho Russians eat tallow candles, the 
Barotse crocodile steaks, and Doctor Livingstone atates 
that one of his African favourites made a most contented 
supper one night from two mice and a blue mole, 

‘Tho quantity of food eaten as well as its naturo is 
interesting. A gentloran on a visit to New Zealand 
relates that two natives of that island went out to the 
shore after what might be considered a most hearty 
supper, and finished tho half-putrid carcaso of a shark at 
one moonlight banquet, A native Australian, also, was 
seon eating aboye ono hundred jerboas at a sitting. He 
would place a dozen of them for a few seconds under the 
ashes, and thon, with the hair only partially burnt off, take 
thom by tho tail, and bito off the bodies one after anuther ; 
tho tails he would stuff together into his mouth to chew 
up leisurely. wenty pounds of meat and alike quantity 
of oil per day, is regarded by tho Hsquimaux as barely 
sufficient to sustain his nature, as Sir John Ross tells us; 
and a ‘ongouse would consider himself on short allow- 
ance if on less than forty pounds of reindeer meat per 
day. A Russian admiral states that he saw three Yakutes 
devouring a whole reindeer at ono sitting. Gastronomic 
power in perfection this, ste . 

It is generally admitted that tho most civilised nations 
are the iost liberal in their gastronomic tastes, Next to 
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the Chinese, whose ultra-civilisation allows them to 
tolerate half-hatched eggs, sharks’ fins, and birds’-nest 
soups, comes the Frenchman, closely followed by the 
American. One is almost tempted to write that this toler- 
ance and liberality, which refuse not anything which is: 
clean and wholesome, are evidences of genuine civilisa- 
tion. What prejudices have not our modern travellers 
exploded ? Captain Cook vouches for the excelience of a 
dog, boiled or roasted. Mr. Buckland ate boa-constrictor, 
and found its flesh exceedingly white and firm, tasting 
much like veal. Doctor Shaw says lion’s flesh resem- 
bles yeal greatly. Doctor Darwin is a great admirer 
of the puma, the American lion ; Doctor Brook found 
melted foat’s grease notonly palatable, but delicious ; Sir 
R. Schomburg enjoyed monkey, though, before dissection, 
it loooked disagreeably like roast child; and lastly, 
Gordon Cumming is loud in the praiso of baked elephant’s 
trunk and feet. Tho cooking of these is described as 
follows:—A pitis dug, stones aro heated in it, and when 
all is ready, two men shouldor a foot and dump it in. 
When the hole is full (the four feet and a few slices of 
the trunk fill a good-sized pit), the heated stones are put 
on the mass, leaves are placed over the stones, earth over 
tho leaves, and the hungry hunter impatiently awaits the 
unearthing of his savoury mess. 


It is curious to notice the different parts of animals that 
are eaten. In Siam, the dried sinews of various animals 
aro a prime luxury, and in China the tongues of fowls 
and ducks are a high-prized dainty. The Celestials relish, 
also, the maw and fins of the shark, The Australians 
rojoice in kangaroo tails, whilst the trappers of North 
America are loud in the praise of beaver tails; the Boers 
of South Africa delight in the fat tails of their sheep, which 
during the animal’s life are dragged about in a hand.-cart, 
and after its death are melted into butter, or made into a 
delicious stew. ‘The tail of the manatee, or sea-cow, is a 
staple dish for the table in Honduras, though new settlers 
do not relish any part of the animal on account of its 
vivid resemblance to man; the female has hands, and 
holds its young up to its breast precisely as a human 
mother would. In Robinson Crusoe’s Island, many 
thousands of lobsters are annually taken, whose tails 
aro dried, and oxported to Valparaiso to seryo on tho 
dinner-tables there. 

Feet of animals aro gonorally liked, from the web-feet 
of ducks and geese in Kurope, the trotters of sheep and 

ettitoes of pigs in London, and the bears’ paws praised 
i North-American hunters, down to, or rather up to, 
olophants’ fect, much desiderated by the Caffre and 
Bushmen. Ox-tail, pig’s-tail, and sheep’s-tail, are in 
common use, Shark fins are jn such demand for soups in 
China, that from ten to fifteen thousand hundredweight 
are annually exported from various parts of India. 
Indeed, forty thousand sharks are taken annually off 
Kurracheo, near Bombay, for their back fins, which are 
the only ones mado use of. The mode of catching them 
is chiefly with nets, but Doctor Ruschenberger describes 
another novel modo among the Bonin Islanders, who 
have trained their dogs to catch fish, Once he was an 
eye-witness of two of these animals rushing into the 
wator, seizing each tho side-fin of a shark, and bringing 
it ashore in spite of all resistance, In Canton, rat soup 
is thought. equal to ox-tail soup, and a dozen fat rats are 
worth two dollars. The British Indian province of Scinde 
had been for several years so infested with grain-cating 
rats, that the price of grain had rison twenty-five per 
cent. In this dilemma, the Government proclaimed a 
head-money on all rats and mice killed in the province of 
six cents per dozen, the slayer haying the privilege of 
keoping the body, and presenting only the tail, Putting 
this fact together with the high price got for rats in the 
Chinese markets, a sharp speculator—so the Calcutta 
papers of that date informs us—made arrangements, for 
a monopoly of what ho considered a very lucratiyo busi- 
ness; his intention being to export to China, as a first 
venture, ono hundred and twenty thousand rats. ‘I 
have to pay one price (he says), about half acent a dozen, 
in Scinde, and the gutting, salting, pressing, and packing 
in casks raises that sum to six pice par dozen. If I 
succeed in obtaining anything like the prico that rules in 
Whampoa and Canton for corn-grown rats, my fortune 
is made, or rather I shall bo on tho fair road to it, and 
shall open a fine field of enterprise to Scinde.” 


The nests of the ‘‘ Hirundo osculenta,” so much praised 
as a delicious morsel by tho Chinese and Cambojuns, are 
worth, in Canton, nearly twico thoir own woight in silver. 
Tho finest white nests aro found chiefly in caves on the 
shores of Java and the adjacent islands. Its colour, the 
most prized, 18 white, with a red tinge, The following 
doscription is interesting :—‘* These birds often build in 
rocks; these are rocks hollow within, and pierced with a 
great numbor of openings, some large enough for a man 
to enter with case, others very difficult of access. To the 
walls of these caverns the birds affix their nests in rows 
very close to each other, ‘Thoy prepare these nests from 
the remains of their food, which consists of all sorts of 
insocts, and they are two months in making them. To 
procure the nests 18 a difficult and hazardous business. 
‘The men whose empl y aaa it is make ladders of reeds 
and bamboos, by which they climb up to the holes and 
pull out the nests, which they sell at a very great prico. 
These nests are not only considered a great dainty, but 
are often used as a remedy in violent foyers. When 
boiled down to a kind of slimy soup, exposed to the night 
dews, and mixed with sugar, they are very cooling.’ They 
aro procured from the caves twico every year, and the 
opening of the cayes on these occasions is performed with 
many singular superstitious ceremonies, About two 
hundred and fifty thousand pounds weight are brought to 
Canton itself evory year, and the best aro sent to the 
capital for the use of the Celestial court, 

J’rom birds’-nests we turn to eggs, which form an im- 
yortant article of food among almost all known races. 
Tho English, the great egg-eaters, receive annually from

PENCILLINGS AT NICE 
(From our own Correspondent.) 


Lertrer LY. 


My former letters have been of life and gaiety, but this must 
be of death and sadness. The ex-King Louis of Bavaria came 
to Nice some months ago for his health, although he was not 
by any means an invalid in the usnal sense of the word. Often 
was he to be seen on the Promenade des Anglais, walking with 
a gentleman, and when the flower-girls saw him they ran a 
sell their violets and roses, and his Majesty had a kind wor 
for them, and would buy their flowers, giving far more than 
their price. His appearance was very agreeable ; he was not : 
handsome man, but a very talented one, being a musician at 
poet ; several of his works are published. For some weeks 
he had been ill from an abscess in his leg which rendered an 
operation necessary, and from the effects of this his Majesty 
never recovered, but awaited his death as & soldier and a 
Christian. . ay 

Two days before his death he sent £40 to the poor, and in 
his will lett £200 for the poor of Nice. Even ut that Jate hour 
he had charity in his heart. 

Who has not heard of the beautiful Lola Montes, Countess 
de Lanafeldt—created so by Louis of Bavaria, and through the 
love of whom he lost his ‘kingdom and fled an exile to er 
lands, his son taking his place, to be succeeded by hie granite 
the present King? His Majesty died at 8.30 on the i eb., 
at tho Pavilion Lions, Nice, uged 82. His death-be was 
surrounded by his houschold, and near him were his two sons, 
who arrived a few days only before his death. He lay in ete 
for two days, and truly imposing was this gad and melanc oly 
sight of all that remained on earth of Louis of Bavaria. ik 

The stairs of the Pavilion were hung with black clo 
trimmed with white silk, and guards were stationed at pyery 
turn. The King lay on a high couch of velvet, raised at the 
head. He was dressed in his uniform, and had all the decora- 
tions and orders on his breast which in life he had often uit 
on State occasions. His feet were encased in patent leat ea 
boots, and his hands in white kid gloves with rings overt A 
gloves. Near him lay his crown, and around the room nite 
twelve of his own body-guard—fine, handsome soldiers, whose 
faces looked the picture of sadness.

Cookery and Domestic SHints. 


Ar this soason of the year, ere the early fruits have introduced 
a pleasing variety into the kitchen in the way of puddings, &c.,_ 
the ‘housewife gladly welcomes that cheap and wholesome 
Spring product, Rhubarb, adapted as it is for the preparation of 
many toothsome dishes. A few hints as to the uses to which 
rhubarb may be applied will not, therefore, be out of place at this 
time. ‘To make a rhubarb pudding would, perhaps, itis true, be 
considered a very easy matter indeed to most persons, still 
there are degrees of excellence even in this ; and a good receipt: 
may not be unacceptable to at least some readers. 

Ruvzarn Puppinc.—Make a good suet-pasto ; line your 
pudding-basin ; cut your rhubarb into short lengths about the 
size of gooseberries ; add the rind of a lemon pared as thin as 
possible ; a good slice of butter, and plenty of sugar. A few 
chopped almonds are likewise a considerable improvement. Pack 
in the rhubarb as lightly as you can, but do not add any water ; 
cover it with a top crust, tie a floured cloth over 1b and boil for 
an hour or more, according to the size of the pudding. At is 
almost unnecessary to say that puddings of every description 
should be put into boiling water, which should never be suffered 
to go off the boil, otherwise the pudding will be heavy. 

Ruvzars Taxt, on Serine Prs.—Take your stalks of rhubarb, 
peel off the outer skin, and cut them in pieces of about three 
inches long; pack them closely into a pie-dish lined with 4 rim 
of light paste; add a good deal of sugar, put on a top crust, and 
bake for an hour in a gentle oven. N.B.—No water should be 
put to a rhubarb tart, for the vegetable is of so juicy a nature 
that most epicures evaporate it by keeping the stalks some days 
before using them. If possible, custards should be served with 
these tarts, their great acidity needing to be corrected by some 
such addition. 

Ruvnars Tart.— Another receipt.—Time to bake three- 
quarters of an hour to one hour.—Some stalks of rhubarb; one 
large teacupful of sugar; some putt paste.— Cut the large stalks 
from tho leaves, strip off the outside skin, and cut the sticks into 
pieces half an inch long. Line a pie-dish with paste rolled 
rather thicker than a crown-piece, put in a layer of rhubarb, 
strew the sugar over it, then fill up with the other pieces of 
stalks, cover it with a rich puff paste, cut a slit in the centre, 
trim off the edge with a knife, and bake in a quick oven. Glaze 
the top or strew sugar over it. N,B—Tho addition of a 
little strawberry jam will impart to the rhubarb tart a pine- 
apple flavour. Ithubarb is equally good in open as in covered 
tarts. 

Ruvnarn Jaw.—The rhubarb should be wiped, not washed, 
and it should be fresh and young; peel the stalks, and cut 
them up into half-inch pieces; put into a preserving-pan equal 
weights of rhubarb and loat-sugar, and tho juice of two lemons 
to every five pounds of rhubarb and sugar; or the stalks may 
be first boiled with half the quantity of sugar, and the other 
half added; boil slowly, constantly stirring; and then boil 
three-quarters of an hour, skimming as long as the scum rises, 
or till it becomes a smooth pulp, and a thick jam, which loaves 
the bottom of the pan when stirred. Tho grated rind of ono 
lemon may be added to each pound of rhubarb andsugar, Pat 
in pots and tie down.—Mr. Robinson reminds us that the time 
required for this preserve will depend on the kind of rhubarb 
used, and the time of year in which it is made, varying from 
one hour and a half to two hours and a quarter. ‘Lhe juice 
should be slowly drawn from the rhubarb at first. 

Ruvnarn Marmatape.—Time, three-quarters of an hour, if 
young rhubarb; an hour and a halt if old,—'l'o one pound of 
loaf sugar one pound and a half of rhubarb stalks; peel of half 
a large lemon; a quarter of an ounce of bitter almonds, = Cut 
the rhubarb stalks into pieces about two inches long, and put 
them into a preserving-pan with the loaf sugar, broken small, 
the peel of the lemon cut thin, and the almonds blanched and 
divided. Boil the whole together, put it into pots, and cover up 
air-tight. 

Ruvnann anp Orance Parserve.—Six oranges; one quart 
of rhubarb: one pound and a half of loaf sugar. 1’eel the oranges 
carefully, take away the white rind and the pips, slice the 
pulps into a stewpan, with the peel cut very small, add one 
quart of rhubarb cut very fine, and from a pound toa pound and 
a half of loaf sugar, Boil the wholo down in the. way usual 
with all preserves. 
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Aprre Breap.—Boil twelve apples till soft; coro and pecl 
them, break them up, and pulp through a sieve; pub sugar to 
tuste, and mix the whole with twice its weight of dough, and 
bake in a Viry slow oven, 

Ruvparn Suernet.—Boil six or eight sticks of rhubarb, 
quite clean, ten minutes in a quart of water, strain the liquor 
through a tammis into a jug, with tho peel of a lemon cut very 
thin, and two tablespoontuls of clarified sugar; let it stand five 
or six hours and it is fit to drink, ‘This is a wholesome and 
refreshing drink for children. 


Grease Spors in Sitx.—A_ correspondent recommends the 
following method for removing grease spots from silk, She states 
that she has tried it on a brown silk which had drops from a wax 
candle on it, and every appearance of grease was removed. 
Mix powdered French chalk with lavender water to the thick- 
ness of mustard. Put it on the stain, and rub it gently with 
the finger or palm of the hand. Put a sheet of elean blotting 
i and brown paper over it, and smooth it with a warm iron. 

Vhen dry the chalk must be removed, and the silk gently 
dusted with a white handkerchief. If a fuint mark atill remains, 
a second application of French chalk and lavender water will 
generally remove it. If the wax has fallen thickly on the silk, 
it will be better to remove it first very carefully with a penknife, 

‘Tur three following receipts are recommended in“ Warne’s 
Housekeeping Book” :— 

To Wash Coloured Prints and Washing Silks,—Put a 
little bran into lukewarm water, wash quickly through; rinse 
in cold water also, quickly. Hang to dry in a room without 
fire or sunshine, Jron on wrong side with a coolish iron. No 
soap to be used, : 

To Clean an Old Silk Lress—Unpick tho dross, and 
brush it with a velvet brush. ‘Then grate two largo potatoes 
into a quart of water ; let it stand to settle ; strain it off quito 
clear, and sponge tho dress with it, Iron it on the wrong side, 
as the ironed side will be shiny, 

A Winter Soap for Chapped or Rough Hands.—Take 
three pounds of common yellow soap; one ounce of camphor 
dissolved in one ounce of rose and one ounce of lavender water. 
Beat three pounds of common yellow soap, and onc ounce of 
camphor dissolved in one ounce of lavender water in @ mortar 
until it becomes a paste. Make it into balls to dry, and set it 
in a cool place for the winter. ‘Tho best time to mako it is in 


the spring.

The sketches aro undoubtedly clever, 
and are very pleasant, reading ; but the interest of the 
reader, which is powerfully awakened in the first chapter, 
is thus somewhat diverted from the main elements of the 
plot, inclining him for tho time to tho supposition that 
there is a want of unity in the parts, and that the story 
muat be viewed rather ag a series of pointed, graphic, social 
pictures, than as a whole, But such a thought—should it 
obtain—is quickly dispelled when tho ‘second volume is 
fairly commenced ; and from that point the interest rapidly 
increases, and never flags for a moment till the climax 1s 
reached, and with it the last chapter. Then itis that, look- 
ing back, wo can appreciate thos ill of tho writer in holding 
the several parts of the narrative well in hand, and leud- 
ing us up toa position thoroughly dramatic in its inten- 
sity of iceling and, thrilling interest—an interest that 
burns its way with an irresistible force to the heart of the 
reader, and leaves the impress of its power there in tho

many a novel. In short, ‘‘Mog’”? is an undoubted suc- 
cess; and places its writer, at one bound, in the foremost 
rank of our living female novelists.

The straw ia then burnt out, leaving the eleutrotype mould, iato 
which Manilla pape? pulp 1s introduced, which is moulded to 
the precise form ot the original straw hat. It is then coloured, 
sized, waterproofed and finished, and makes an excellent hat. 
‘Tne same principle may be extended to the manufacture of caps 


and bonnets. 
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Tim Co-operative movement, that we have already 
referred to as spreading amongst tho ‘upper classes, on 
account of the revelations of extortionate charges by 
tradesmen, has, of course, given much offence in certain 
quartors, and the grocers have had a meoting to protest 
avainst the movement, and to bind themselves together in 
aleaguoeagainst it, We fear the meeting, and the addresses 
made on the occasion, will not benefit their cause much; it 
would be far better for them to combino to remedy the 
abuses that have been complained of in their transactions, 
and then they would have but little to fear from co- 
operation. ‘Tho public are as willing as over to pay a fair 
prico for the undoubted services which the tradesman 
rondors, what they object to is, that ready money customers 
should be mado to suffer because of those who take long 
credit, and often never pay at all, What is desired is, that 
ready-monoy buyers should bo fairly treated; and it is 
with pleasuro, therefore, that we see one large house has 
tiken a step in the right direction, and announced that for 
the future areduction of 5 per cent, will bo allowed for 
eish paymonts; while interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
will be charged on all bills remaining unpaid over six 
months. If the trade would generally follow this example, 
and so arrango their prices that-those who do pay should 
not suffer for thoso who do not, we feel sure that we should 
hear little moro of co-operation—amongst the middle and 
woper classes at least. As the leading journal truly ro- 
marks, & man who chooses to clean his own shoos may 
avo the cost of ashoeblack, Tho only quostion is whether 
the saving is worth tho work, na that is simply tho 
quasien bow at issuo between the Co-operative Stores and 
tho retail traders of this metropolis. One good effect, at 
any rate, must needs be produced by the recent movement, 
and that is that both sides will find out what they are 
about, Our shopkeopors charge us a profit on the goods 
wo buy of them, but in exchange for this profit they pro- 
vido us with a certain amount of accommodation, “What 
wo have to do is to measure the accommodation against 
tho price exacted for it, and to consider whether the bar- 
gain is fair or acceptable, Hitherto the respective con- 
siderations have been either unknown or disrogarded. 
Woe aro so accustomed to civility, choice, convenience, and 
credit, as to forget that such comforts must be paid for, 
and in many cases people have been so careless or ignorant 
of prices as not to know what they were paying. Whon, 
therefore, it was suddenly tated (in the form of a dis- 
o>very that West-end grocers were charging a profit of 
£200 per cont. on their goods, the public took the alarm, 


and a rush was made to Co-operative Stores, whore an 


article could be bought for one shilling instead of threo. 
Tho movement was natural, but presently purchasers will 
begin to undorstand at what cost these two shillings are 
saved, and the quostion will ariso, Is the trouble worth 
the saving ?

A. RECENT caso in the Court of Probate turned upon a 
question 80 novel in its character that our readers will bo 
intorested to learn the results of the trial. Sir Jamos 
Wilde tried the case, and his definition of “undue in- 
fluence,” appeared to satisfy the jury. As our readers 
are of course aware, in very many will causes “ wnduo 
influence” is pleaded, but then the cases mostly turn upon 
the mental compotency’ of the testator. But in the caso 
of Hall vy. Hall, where the jury found against the will, the 
tostator was undoubtedly sano, and the only issue was 
Whether or not, in the disposition of his property by what 
Wis propounded as his last will and testament, he had 
acted under tho undue influenco of his wife. In summing 
up the case to the jury the learned judgo said :—*' To make 
a good will a man must bo a free agent, but all influences 
are not unlawful, Persuasion appeals to tho affections or 
ties of kindred, to a sentiment of gratitude for Jpast 
Rorv1ces, or pity for futuro destitution, or the like. These 
are all legitimate and may be fairly pressed on a testator, 
On the other hand, pressure, of whatever character, 
whether acting on the foarg or the hopes, if so exerted as 
to overpower the volition without convineing the judg- 
mont, 18 & species of restraint under which no valid will 
can be made, Importunity or threats such as the testa-

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tor has not the courage to resist ; moral command asserted

threatened. Ina word, a testator may be led but not 
driven, and his will must bo the offspring of his own yvo- 
lition, and not that of another.” And here the jury held 
that a “snagging wife” was an ‘* undue influence.” 


Tr has been officially announced to the good people of 
Dublin, as we have briefly indicated in another column, 
that the Prince of Wales will shortly pay a visit to the 
Irish capital, and this fact, sve are told, has sent a thrill of 
pleasure through every. loyal heart in the country. Wo 
can well believe it. Irishmen are particularly susceptible 
to influences of this kind—thoy feel keenly either attontion 
or neglect, and it has been one of the mistakes in their 
government that this trait of the national character has 
not been sufficiently consulted.

Anyway, a step in the Bett direction 
is now boing taken, and should Her Majesty feel 
equal to paying a visit horself, even more good would 
doubtless be done, We have so often expressed our 
opinion on the subject of the Queen’s retirement from the 
public duties pertaining to her high office that it is un- 
nocessary for us to onter into the subject now; but we 
cannothelp remarking that at a poriod when the difficulties 
of governing Ireland are being pressed upon us so pain- 
fully, a step so simple in itself, yet one likely to be fraught 
with so many advantages as a Royal visit would seem to 
promise should commend itself to Her Majesty. We do

The Madies’ Garden,

Tr is scarcely necessary for us at present to add much to the 
general directions we have already given for the managment of 
the flower-beds and the sowing of seed in preparation for a 
summer and autumn display of bedding plants, for it is very 
early in the season yet. lt may be more profitable to make a 
few remarks as to the management of special plants, indicating 
a few that may be safely recommended to the tyro in gardening 
matters, for their hardiness no less than their cheapness and 
suitability for making a good display with but little trouble. 

In the Floral World for the present month many useful hints 
to amateurs are given in an article entitled “ Rough and Ready 
Gardening.” The following annuals are recommended as 
adapted for beds and large musses -—Tom Thumb ‘Tropxolums, 
or Dwarf Nasturtiums.—T'hese are cheap and extravagantly gay, 
producing a better effect at a distance than when viewed near at 
hand, as there is a certain coarseness about them, ‘There are 
many distinct varieties, and it isa matter of frequent surprise 
to experienced cultivators that these varieties retain their 
characters with admirable uniformity; so that if a packet of 
seed of a scarlet-flowering kind (for example) be sown, there 
will not occur amongst all the plants more than two or thieo 
that are not scarlet, and strictly in accordance with the type. 
The simplest way of dealing with these is the best; sow them 
in March or April where they are to remain, putting in the seeds 
singly, six to twelve inches apart every way. Ag soon as they 
begin to show the slightest colour at the points of the flower- 
buds, look over them carefully, and remove any that are not 
true. ‘The gap from which a plant has been removed may be 
in great part hidden by drawing towards it the next nearest 
ylants, and fixing them with a few short sticks in that direction. 

t is advisable, however, to sow a few secds of each sort in a 
mixed border, or in pots, expressly to have a few extra plants 
to mend the gaps where “ rogues’ occur, We repeat there is 
acertain coarseness about these plants, but the 
poorer the soil, the drier and more sunny the 
position, the less coarse and the more brilliant 
will they be; and all things considered, they aro 
the cheapest und the easiest to grow of all known 
bedding plants. The following varieties are 
good : Cattell’s Scarlet, ‘Tom ‘Thumb Scarlet, ‘Tom 
Thumb Yellow, ‘tom Thumb Crimson, ‘Tom 
Thumb Pearl, a rather flimsy white, yet very 
suitable for a group of beds wholly occupied with 
these plants; und ‘om Thumb Rose. 

Axtimmaunum Tom Tnumn.—This isa very 
dwarf variety uf Snapdragon. Tt is quite new, 
and rather dear. ‘Che colours of the flowers are 
various, the plant rising only nine inches high. 
To grow a bed of this, the best way would be to 
sow the seed in pans or boxes, as carly as possible 
in March, and help them on in a frame or green- 
house, giving them the usual treatment ot bedding 
plants, such as pricking off into other boxes, to 
atfurd more room for growth, &c., and finnlly 
planting them out early in May, in a raised bed 
of sandy soil, in a sunny position. 

Fscholtzia Crocea makes a pleasing, but not 
splendid, bed of yellow flowers on a groundwork 
of glaucous leafage. 

Mix:d Heartsease makes an interesting bed 
for a moist shady position, where plants that love 
sunshine would not thrive. Sow tho seed thinly 
in March, and when the plants have made some 
progress, thin them to a foot apart. A. better 
bed may, however, be mado _ by sowing in pans 
or boxes ina fiame, and planting out in moist 
weather, when the plants have three or four 
leaves euch. 

Scarlet Flax, or Linum grandiflorum rubrum, 
is a splendid annual for the “rough and ready ” 
gardener, Let the bed be well prepared and 
liberally manured, and in March sow the seed in 
lines, putting the seeds about four inches apart 
every way as nearly a3 possible, Cover them with 
a quarter of an inch of fine mould, and they will 
soon come up and make a finer bed than if moro 
care was bestowed upon them. Whenever this 
plant fails it is through doing too much for it. 

(Enothera taraxacifolia alba, a lovely, white-flowering, 
dwarf-habited even primrose; makes a fine bed if sown early, 
and thinned to a foot apart. 

Pwony-flowered Poppy makes a gorgeous bed for a short spaco 
of time, and may do for a centre of a group, as the plants rise 
three feet high. ‘They are generally past their best in time to 
be sneceeded by some autumn-flowering plants, and in case of 
a bed thus furnished, it would be a good plun to plant out tho 
succession plants amongst the poppies. Very much may be 
done in this way where annuals are grown, so as to have sueces- 
sions without blanks. ‘The French Dwarf Poppy grows only a 
foot high, and makes a fino display. 

Sweet Peas, planted two feet ‘apart all ovor a raised bed, 
without sticks to support them, have a very fine appearance ; 
and as secds can be obtained in distinct colours ; here is a fino 
subject for limited purses and grand notions. 'Yhe beds should 
be large to look well. 

: Portulacas are gorgeous bedding plants, if rightly managed. 
Tho bed should be raised, and consist in great part of broken 
bricks, old plaster, and sandy loam, and the position should bo 
dry, sheltered, and in the full sun. ‘T’o do them well, the seeds 
should be sown in pans of sandy loam, and ugsisted with a little 
heat in Mareh; but they may be got up in a cold frame, and it 
sown on the bed itself, six inches apart (a difficult task with 
seeds as fine aa dust), they will all grow and flower, but Jater 
than those started under glass. If grown with the help ofa 
frame or greenhouse, they should not be pricked out, but kept 
in the seed-pans until May, and then planted out into the bed. 
Irom first to last give them as little water and as much light as 
possible, A shilling packet of seod of any of the varieties will 
furnish plants enough to cover a space twelve fect square, or 
perhaps thrice as much, if well managed. If only ono sort is 
required, perhaps Thollusoni is the best.

We have already spoken of the Honeysuckle, but a fow 
supplementary hints from a contemporary willdoubtless interest 
ourreaders. ‘The honeysuckle grows in any soil; it propagates 
by suckers, by layers, or cuttings. It can be raised from aoed, 
for it beara ita berries abundantly, It may be pruned pret 
close, or allowed to ramble without check or hindrance. 
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thing disturbs it, nothing. provents its blooming in its season ; 
and the quantity of flowers depends only on the quantity of 
branches to bear them. If it be required to take any particular 
direction, it may be supported for a timo in that direction : and 
one of tho prettiest modes of growing the most desirable 
varieties isto support the main stems until they are the height 
required, and» then let them form a head like a standard tree, 
They will do this at five feet or ten fect equally well, and require 
nothing but trimming to the form we desire, checking them 
when they want to ramble further than we wish, and leading 
them where we want them tg fill out. 
tender varietios, Tho best kinds for a small garden are some of 
the varieties of the common honeysuckle—L. Periclymenum, of 
which that called the Dutch (Belgium), and the late red (Sero- 
tinum) } the former blooming in the early part, the othér in the 
latter part of the summer. ‘Tho evergreen trumpet honeysuckle 
(L. Sempervirens), which bears plentifully scarlet flowers from 
May till August, but requires a light or sandy soil; und the 
Japan honeysuckle (LL. Japonica), which is robust, nearly ever: 
green, and flowers for several months in succession, bearing red 
and yellow villous blossoms ; are, perhaps, next to the common 


kind, the most valuable of all the species. ‘The first and last of | 


these grow from fifteen to thirty fect high, and havo odorous 
flowers ; the other seldom excceds ten feet in height, and its 
flowers, though very beautiful, are inodorous, Tho Dutch 
honeysuckle is, upon the whole, the most desirable for moderate- 
sized gardens, because it ia the most tractable, and can be mado 
to assume any form we please. It is also an abundant bloomer. 
The Gardener's Magazine gives the following general bints for 
the flower garden :——, ; 

'  Pansies.—L'rentham Bluo and Magpie should be in tho 
possession of every amateur for usé as bedders, Tho first 
makes a beautiful circle of light blue in front of Flower of the 
Day. It is also a good first or second line in a ribbon. ' Show 
pansies struck now from plimp side-shootsa will make beautiful 
plants for blooming at midsummer, Keep them cool and shaded, 
with plenty of water and liquid manure. 

Wardy herbaceous plants should now be divided and 
planted. Chop over a spadeful of rotten dung in every holo, 
except for Alpine kinds ofsmall growth, which prefer loaf-mould. 
The Rudbeckias, Gnotheras, Corydaliscapnoides, Alyssum saxa- 
tile, Achillea tomentosa, Lychnis Haageana (now to be had 
generally inthe trade), common white and purple Phlox, Solidago, 
Solomon's Seal, hardy asters, Iberia sempervirens, are most 
essential elements of a gay border,
